Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: each references discloses or suggests toner 
compositions having an amount of toner particles with diameters within the scope of the instant claims. Specifically. Mikuriya discloses 
the Toner of Table 4 having 2.6 volume % of toner having a volume average particle diameter of 5.04 microns or less (see last Office 
action, p. 8, top). With respect to Sano, the instant claims are directed only to the replenishment toner. The initial toner is not present in 
the claims and, consequently, the presence of toner particles having the requisite size characteristics meets the requirements of the 
claims. The obviousness type double patenting rejection remains applicable for the reasons of record. 
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
